2. The IDS, filed 4/7/04, has been considered in full. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or descrit)ed in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in tiie United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ksieski 
(3,645.543). 

Ksieski shows the claimed subject matter including an 0-ring (12) which is held 
by a back-up (10) and is further backed-up by a floating ring (14), and a member (16) 
which is self-lubricating (plastics are self-lubricating) and an oil supple channel (21).
